GENTLEMEN 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938. 

The  year  was  uneventful  with  the  exception  of  the 
regretable  occurrence  of  four  cases  of  Poliomelitis  in  October. 

It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  year  there  was  only 
one  case  of  Diphtheria,  which  occurred  in  Januaiy.  There  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  freedom  from  Diphtheria  was 
due  to  the  mass  immunisation  of  practically  the  whole  of  the 
child  population  in  1937.  Although  the  Council  have  adopted 
a  scheme  of  free  immunisation  for  those  not  already  done,  no 
applications  have  been  received.  May  I  appeal  to  you  gentlemen 
to  use  all  your  influence  to  persuade  parents  and  teachers  to 
push  the  scheme  we  have  in  being,  or  I  am  afraid  that  the 
results  of  the  good  ^vork  begun  in  1937  may  to  a  great  extent 
be  nullifled. 

Again  I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
appreciation  to  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his 
assistance,  wflthout  whose  willing  co-operation  my  work  ^vould 
be  impossible,  and  to  you  Gentlemen  for  your  continued 
confldence  in  me  and  your  unfailingcourtesyand  consideration.

It  is  to  be  noted  that  during  tlie  year  there  was  onl\'  one 
case  of  Diphtheria,  in  January,  thene  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  this  was  due  to  mass  immunisation  in  the  latter  i)art  of 
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It  is  suggested  in  the  Scheme  for  Diphtheria  Immun¬ 
isation  that  2  injections  of  A.P.T.  should  he  given  for  children 
under  12  years  of  age  aud  3  injections  of  T.A.F.  for  children 
over  12. 

I  have  suggested  to  the  local  ])ractitioners  that  mild 
uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  should  he  kept  at  home, 
in  such  cases  where  isolation  can  easil}^  he  accom}dished. 

In  Octo))er,  1938,  there  were  4  cases  of  Acute  Poliomye¬ 
litis  of  which  onlv  one  was  serious,  the  others  being  mild  in 
character,  an  endeavour  was  made  to  find  miv  late  or  missed 
cases  and  all  the  schools  were  visited  twice  and  the  children 
inspected.
